Prom  West  Point  and 
Annapolis,  w  here  they  were  trained  to  lead 
our  brave  boys  to  victory.  It  is  necessary 
we  should  have  them,  and  just  as  great  a 
necessity  that  our  boys  and  girls  should  be 
trained  to.  convert  this  world.  The  speak¬ 
er  spoke  of  how  So  worth  of  iron  could  be 
turned  into  horse  shoes  valued  at  §il).40  ; 
$r»5  worth  of  needles ;  83,285  worth  of 
knife'blndes,  and  lastly  into  watch  springs 
which  will  sell  for  8250,000.  Of  course 
these  results  cannot  be  brought  about  with¬ 
out  a  great  deal  of  hammering,  rolling  and 
polishing,  and  yet  all  these  tine  qualities 
found  in  needles,  knife  blades  aud  in  watch 
springs  are  iu  the  law  iron  itself.  Like¬ 
wise  our  childieu  can  l>e  good,  useful  and 
handsome  meu  aud  women  by  careful  train¬ 
ing.  When  any  little  one  js  iu  school,  and 
fails  because  he  or  she  has  to  learn  a  lesson, 
it  must  be  remembered  that  all  the  hard 
study  is  a  training  for  future  usefulness.
